CHICANKUY Or 1'OtITICJANS. 


The Xew York goldbug papers are 


beginning to change their views on the 
feih er quebtiou. The Times admits that 
the repeal of the Sherman act, without 
the enactment of a substitute for it, 
will mean the permanent demonetiza- 
tion of silver and the establishment of 
a single gold standard in the United 
States. In commenting on the pro- 
posed repeal of the act, the Empire of 
Ftnnnct' anil Trade notes the mi&erable 
chicanery of politicians in putting out 
paper money for bullion instead of 
coins. The purpose of this was to keep 
as much as possible of the demonetiza- 
tion act of 1873 in force and to retain 
all the following possible of the English 
style of finances and monopoly of the 
moneyed clabs. It put the operators 
in a box and before the effect of the 
act was known by them a pei-fect trap 
was found for the goverment and the 
authors of the law in the act itself, for 
it compelled the government to pay the 
certificates in gold a-3 well as silver, 
while the government was destroying 
the value of silver and putting it into 
its vaults as a commodity only and out 
of reach or power of the people to con- 
vert it mto nioiie} . The want of fore- 
sight by the authors of the dastardly 
act prevented them seeing the tray the 
government was put into. Now the hue 
and cry of the money power to have 
the Sherman act repealed is raised for 
the purpose of being let out of the trap 
and they are growing willing to rou- 
sent to free coinage if they cannot get 
out of the trtip m any other way. 
f'/iiuni't 
<iii>l Tiatit concludes a long 


article on the subject as follows' 


"A further p irt of the miserable 


picture we must show the people is the 
way the billy tr<ir> of the politician is 
apt-rated to catch the parties who put 
it up tor caUhiug others, and to pre- 
vent the lurther coining of silver. 33y 
the demonetizing act silver is degraded 
and made as valueless ad the net ot the 
goverment could make it, arid thebher- 
rnari act, as we h<ive stated, only per- 
mits buying of silver bullion and the 
ghing of paper money for its price, 
payable in 
< oiu, and with which paper 


people can demand gold of the govern- 
ment to the ttu- e -.tent of all the bullion 
bought and peeked uuay. By this bril- 
liant act of eongres- all the holders of 
the paper are mlormtd that silver is 
worthies', as money, but gold is of 
great value, and they have only 10 go 
to one end ot the treasury to get the 
paper with silver million, and then go 
to the other end to get gold for the 
paper. 


"The government does not \vant the 


people to get gold for 'the paper money 
of 
cour-if, but is preventing them 


getting silver in payment by its own 
act of destroying the value of silver, 
and keeping it in a state of bullion or 
uncoined metal, and putting the metal 
away where it io ot no use to the gov- 
oriitnent or people. It is now com- 
plaining of the demands of the minors 
for a proper coining of silver for them- 
selves, and ultimately for all person.-, 
on account ot its cert.un on dilation 
among the people 
soon atterwards. 


What competent business man would 
du so toohsh a thing in his own busi- 
ness as to do-lioy one part of his goods 
whil" ho uaiity to sell them at a proper 
price, and make people buy the other 
part only when ho has but a limited 
moans of getting more ot the kind. The 
whole performance, ot course, was a 
mere tolly and u miserable burlesque 
of legislation upon the subject of sil- 
ver 
It was* no mo iv and no le^s than 


a tampering wit'i the money of the pco- 
plr, in obtain adwmtagoo tor a class at 


ruin all who have engaged in the busi- 
ness by opening our ports to free ad- 
mission of wool from all parts of the 
world, especially when a tariff has to 
be maintained to provide revenue for 
the support of the government. It is 
therefore highly improbable that wool 
will be put on the free list at the next 
session of congress or that a modified 
tariff law passed by congress will go 
into effect immediately. 
The people 


like fair play in legislation as well as 
in other matters, and if the tariff on 
wool is reduced as it probably will be, 
the new schedule will not go into effect 
until this season's crop at least is dis- 
disposed of. That is the opinion of 
administration leaders and newspapers 
and as it is based on justice, there is 
not much reason to doubt its correct- 
ness. A party entrusted with full con- 
trol of the legislative, and executive 
departments of the government will not 
rashly enact laws that would financially 
ruin thousands of industrious citizens 
and woolgrowers should not be fright- 
ened by the cry of buyers and manu- 
facturers that wool will at once be 
placed upon the free list.

Tho State Boaril of Education 


to Comply Wfth Its Provisions. 


An act to provide for_ uniform exam- 


inations for teachers' certificates, ap- 
proved March 0, 1893, provided that 
such examinations shall be held in the 
several counties semi-annually, begin- 
ning on the first Monday in January 
and July, and continuing not more 
than three days al any one examination; 
proridal, that the interests of 1he 
schools in any county requires such 
examinations. 


The questions used for written work 


in teachers' examinations shall be pre- 
pared by the state board of education, 
and shall be uniform throughout the 
state. 
Such examination 
questions 


shall be forwarded to the various county 
superintendents by the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, under 
seal of the state board of education, 
and shall not be opened by county su- 
perintendents or others until the first 
day of the examination for which they 
are prepared. 


Examination papers of applicants 


shall be graded by the county boards 
of examination, and shall be kept on 
file in the offices of county superin- 
tendents for such time as the board 
may direct. All applicants shall reach 
such standing as the state board may 
require in written examinations in or- 
der to obtain a certificate. 


The state board of education shall 


not endorse county certificates submit- 
ted to thorn for such purpose for use in 
other counties, until the state superin- 
tendent is satisfied from an inspection 
of the examination papers of the per- 
son holding such certificate that such 
endorsement should be made. 


No certificate shall be granted by any 


county board of examination without 
an examination of the applicant in ac- 
cordance with the regulations of the 
state board of education, except to per- 
sons holding diplomas of graduation 
frpru state normal schools or from col- 
leges or universities of approved stand- 
ing as educational institutions.

world, is in Butte, Mont. When mines 
were discovered in Butte it was found 
that the water found in the fissures 
was strongly impregnated with copper 
in solution, so much so that iron cages, 
cars and tools of all kinds were quickly 
destroyed by the affinity of the copper 
for the iron. 


Only a few weeks' immersion in the 


water reduces a mass of iron to pulp, a 
fact which makes it necessary for all 
material used in the mine and com- 
peised of iron or steel to be replaced at 
frequent intervals. 


For a long time the water pumped 


out of the mine went to waste, as no 
method was known of extracting the 
copper from it. After awhile, however, 
a discovery was made that is being 
utilized to good advantage. 


Some tin cans found their way into 


the small stream. In a short time it was 
noticed that they had every appearance 
of being made of pure copper, so thickly 
were they coated with that metal. 
They were regarded as curiosities by 
all who saw them, but presently one 
man saw farther than the " curiosity " 
—he saw the use. 


He began to experiment and found 


that old cans and iron junk thrown 
into the water were soon destroyed, 
leaving in their stead a rich deposit of 
copper. He thought it would pay to 
extract the copper from the water by 
this process, and immediately pur- 
chased the exclusive right to the water. 


Then he put in a series of reservoirs 


and tanks along the little gully where 
the water ran. These he filled with all 
the old metal to be had in town, in- 
cluding barrel hoops. At the end of 
six months he found the old junk was 
totally destroyed and in its place was 
a sedimentary deposit in the bottom of 
the reservoirs and tanks which was 
eighty per cent copper.—Silver fttale.

When cold, it is subjected to a 


very simple test 
Each end of the bai- 


ls pl.xcod upon a table and weights are 
responded from the center by a rope. It 
must bear a tensile strength of 500 
pounds to the square inch. The test may 
begin with 400 pounds and be gradually 
increased until the bar is found to be 
perfectly supporting the required weight. 
If it breaks, for instance, at 480 or 490 
pounds, then the pillar cast from the pot 
of metal which cast the bar is discarded, 
broken up and put into the pot again, 
with more pig iron added. The pillars, 
yon kno\v, are largely made from scrap 
iron, and the manufacturers cannot know 
the strength of the cast until it is tested. 
The addition of pig iron in the event of 
failure brings the cast up to the stand- 
ard."—St. Lonia Republic. 


Iii liritlsh Honduras. 


British Honduras is a crown colony, 


and of its 30,000 population there are 
about 300 whites, mainly English. There 
is an American colony of about 20 people 
at Toledo engaged in sugar growing and 
rum making. They are mainly from 
Kentucky, and it is a prosperous colony. 
Tho country is healthful for a tropical 
country, and there has not been a case of 
yellow fever in several years

cipal product is mahogany, and it will 
bo years bet'oro tho forests aro exhausted. 
Great quantities of logwood are also 
shipped to Europe. We ship only ba- 
nanas and plantains to the United States, 
whipping last year 728,000 bunches of ba- 
nanas to Now Orleans. Tho great prob- 
lem with us is labor, and wo import na- 
tives from tho We.st Indies. 


Wo need immigration, and Sir Alfred 


Malouey, tho governor, is a very pro- 
gressive) man and is doing much to bring 
us to tho notice of the world. Wo havo 
no railroads beyond a tramway drawn 
by mules, penetrating the plantations 
for about &ix miles. Theie is not a tele- 
graph instrument or lino in tho province 
ui,.l only a s.hort telephone line between 
f,ovi-rument buildings. 
We have no
